HE two moft recent Caufes, to which 

we may afcribe the prefent Enmity be- 
tween France and us, are undoubtedly the 
Spanifh War, and the Death and Succeffion D 
of the late Emperor. 

The War with Spain was begun to pro- 
cure Reparation for numberlefs Piracies, 
committed by Authority upon our Mer- 
chants, contrary to the Tenor of the moft 
folemn Treaties; and to fettle, by the 
moft explicit Stipulations, the Freedom of 
our Navigation upon aolid Bafis, which E 
the Chicanery of Officers or Governors 
fhould not be able to fthake. We knew 
that for fome Time it would caufe a Suf- 
penfion of one of the moft valuable Bran- 
ches of our Trade: But we prefumed up- 
on feeing that Trade revive, at a Peace, 
with new Splendor. To bring on that 
Peace, therefore, as foom as poffible, was 
the great Objeét of the War, which confe- F 
quently it was neceffary to profecute with 
ail the Vigour in our Power. 

France, at the firft, look’d inadtively 
on, well knowing, that if the Senfe of 
the Britifo Nation was followed in the 
Profecution of the S, mb War, Matters 
would come to an iffue before the could 
effectually interfere: For the Fleets of 
France at that Time were in no better G 
Condition than thofe of Spain, She did not 
ciufe to make an Enemy of Great Britain, 
ualefs fome fair Profpet offered of ferving 
her Ally: But that no fuch Profpeét might 
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pafs away unnoticed or unimproved, fhe 
began to put her Marine into Order, and 
watch’d narrowly every Motion of the 
Britifo Admirals, both in Europe and Ame- 
rica. 

It foon appeared, that the Thunder of 
Great Britain was not like to be fo fudden 
and violent as had been apprehended. That 
the Affogues Ships got home in Safety, ought 
perhaps not ‘to be afcribed to any Fault, 
becaufe we know who had the Charge to 
intercept them. But when the fame gal- 
lant Commander began to aét with Spirit 
in the Weft Indies, we foon perceived that 
his Conduét was not agreeable to thofe in 
Power. They could not indeed cenfure 
Aétions which received the San¢tion of 
both Houfes of Parliament ; but they could 
prevent his doing any farther Afi/chicf than 
what he had, at firft, Forces to effect ; 
they could withhold the neceffary Supplies, 
and watte the Strength which their Difap- 
probation was infufficient tocontroul, Ac- 
cordingly the Fleet deftined to reinforce 
him lay many Weeks in the Channel ready 
to fail, while the Spaniards in America had 
Time to provide for their own Security ; 
and the French at Breft, to the eternal Re- 
proach of our Direétors, got the Start of 
Sir Chaloner Ogle in the fame Voyage. 

We then expected every Week to hear 
the Fate of the brave Vernon, and the few 
gallant Officers and Sailors that remained 
with him. They did mot endeavour to 
avoid it, but, as foon as they had Intelli- 
gence of D’ Antin’s Approach, failed out 
of Harbour to give him Reception. Pro- 
vidence, who much oftener than her Pilots 
hath taken Care of the Britifh Veffel, im- 
mediately interpofed, and by a Storm de- 
feated the Project, which otherwife, - 
haps, her little Force there might el 
been facrificed in attempting to withftand. 
But, tho’ the Event was not profperous to 
our Enemies, it is manifeft the Number of 
them was encreafed by our Negligence, 
and that the French took the Spantards un- 
der their Protection for no other Reafon, 
but becaufe we were not at all in earneft 
to do them an Injury,

HEN his Majefty found himfelf un- 
der a Neceffity, after trying in vain 
all Methods to bring about a Reconcili- 
ation, to grant the Houfe of Bawaria the 
Succours which he was bound to furnith it 
with, in order to enable it to make good 
its Claims to fome of the Territories of the 
Succeffion of the late Emperor Charles the 
Sixth, he had not the leaft Intention to 
make himfelf a Principal in the War. If 
the King had had a Mind to take Advan- 
tage of the Junéture of Affairs, in order 
to extend the Frontiers of his Kingdom, 
every one knows how eafily he might have 
fone it, either by his Arms, which at that 
ime would have met but with a faint Re- 
itance, or by accepting the advantageous 
Yilcrs made to him from Time to Time 


by the Queen of Hungary, in order to de. 
tach him from his Allies: But his Majefty’; 
Moderation has been fo far from Producing 
the Effeéts which might naturally hay. 
been expected from it, that the Proceed. 
ings of the Court of Vienna have been car.

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UR Advices from Paris, of the roth 
paft, fay, that tho’ the Publick had 
a Notion that Thi would not continue 
to England, yet no body dreamed that 
3 Declaration of War would be publith- 
ed fo foon againft that Crown; fo that 
they were not a little ftartled when they 
heard it proclaimed that Morning *: 
And that the two firft Couriers 
with the News of this i t Event, 
were fent to Frankfort and Madrid, to af- 
fure the Emperor, and King of Sparn, that 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty would not fheath 
his Sword, until he had obtained Satisfac- 
tion for his Allies as well as himfelf. How- 
ever, if our Minifters have taken Care to 
form proper Alliances, we have no Occa- 
fion to be ftartled at this Declaration, con- 
fidering how ftrongly he declared in the 
Years 1733 and 1734, that he would never 
fheath his Sword till he had eftablifhed Sta- 
niflaus on the Throne of Poland, 

As the French feem refolved to declare 
War againft the Queen of Hangar » in or- 
der to attack the Auftrian Net nds, the 
Marquis de Fenelon fet out from Paris on 
the gth Inft. for the Hague; and on the 
16th his Moft Chriftian Majefty fet out 
from Yerfailles for la Muette: Next Day he 
arrived at Chantilly ; and, it was computed, 
he would reach Peronne the Day following, 
from whence he was next Day to proceed 
to Flinders, to put himfelf at the Head of 
the Army, in order to open the Trenches 
before Mons, every Thing being ready for 
that Siege. This Army, the French fay, 
confifts of 136 Battalions, and 162 Squa- 
drons, making in all 124,260 Men; be- 
fides an Army upon the Mofélle, with which 
they threaten to march to Hanover, another 
upon the Réine, with which they are to 
join the Emperor’s, in order to march to 
Bavaria, a fourth in Conjunétion with the 
Spaniards to attack Piedmount, and a fifth, 
a flying Camp, near Dunkirk, in order to 
frighten us with an Invafion, As Mons is 
not one of the Bartier Towns, they ima- 
gine their attacking that Place ought not 
to be look’d on as an Attack upon the 
Dutch ; but if they take it, they may very 
foon make themfelves Matters of Bruffels, 
Louvain, Mecklin, Ghent and B » none 
of which are well fortified ; and by this 
Means they will, as they did in 1701, cut 
off all Communication between the Durch 
and their Barrier Towns ; fo that the Siege
